When the 
nds are finally approved by the 
voters the work of construction is to 
be started at once, is the present de- 
termination of thé county board. 

All was h ony at the meeting yes- 
terday in Gov. Small’s suite at the 
Congress hotel. The governor assured 
the commissioners that he had delayed 
signing the bill merely because he had 
wanted to make sure there were no 
jokers in it. 

“IT am with you pete) EY, in your 
plans to make Chicago the greatest 
city in the world,” he declared. “I 
want to do what the people of Chicago 
want me to do. You may as well tell 
the printers to go — and print the 
ballots.”

Lafayette, Ind., May 30.—[Special.]

LONDON, May 30.—By the end of 
this week I expect to be on my way 
back to the United States. 

It has now been decided that my 
European trip shal] be cut shorter than 
it might have been. I admit that on 
one hand I have a hankering 
more of Europe—it is the first 
have ever been over here—but on 
other there are other things to be con- 
sidered. I agree with my friends that 
the thing for me to do now is to g6 
back home and make my report on 
my trip. And there is no element of 
conceit in my saying I feel I owe a 
report to the whole American people 
for the wonderful approval Europe 
has given to successful American avia- 
tion effort. 

When I left New York FT had no 
plans at all except to get to Paris. 
That was so all important that I made 
up my mind not to think of anything 
else. Then, once safely in Paris, I 
thought I would see some of the sights 
of Europe of which I had heard all 
my life... 

Aviation His First Interest. 

Furthermore, aviation is my great 
interest in life and I thought I would 
visit several capitals to be able to 
see what Europe had developed recent- 
ly in wronautics. I was told at the 
time that this program might cost 
me a good deal of the money. I might 
make, but my trip wasn’t undertaken 
as a money making proposition and 
I still regard what I may get out of it 
financially as entirely secondary. 

So in Paris I considered visiting a 
number of European capitals. But 
perhaps I did not realize how many 
‘there were, for it becomes apparent 
to me here in London that I cannot 
do them all. There have been promis- 
ing receptions prepared for me back 
home and in the last twenty-four 
hours I have seen that it is the best 
thing for me to be moving back to- 
ward the United States.

FASCIST FIGHTING 
MARS NEW YORK 
MEMORIAL DAY 


Anti-Fascists Kill Two 
and Start Riot. 


New York, May 30.—([{Special.]—The 
tribute of the city to the dead of the 


three outbreaks of violence, all of 
which arose directly from the Memo- 
rial day program. 

The first was in the Bronx ané hap-' 
pened early. Joseph Carisi and Nicho- 
las Amorroso, both members of the 
Fascisti movement in this country, 
were murdered. One was stabbed and 
the other was shot as well as stabbed 
as they started up the stairs of the 
elevated railroad. Their assailants, 
numbering two or were de- 


scribed by the police as anti-Fascist. | 


The slain men were on their way to 
join a detachment of 400 of their black 
shirted brethren who marched in the 
Manhattan parade, 

Italians in Near Riot. 


The second episode was a threatened 
riot in the Times square district. When 
the detachment of 400 Fascisti re- 
turned to their headquarters after the 
parade had disbanded three anti-Fas- 
cisti attacked one of the marchers. A 
hundred of his comrades set upon the 
attacking trio. The police reserves had 
to be called to quiet the mob. 

The final and, in point of numbers 
and disorder, the most serious disrup- 
tion to a patriotic program developed 
in Queens. About 1,000 klansmen, 
with 400 women relatives and friends, 
sought to participate in the Memorial 
day parade through Jamaica. The 
committee in charge had sanctioned 
the inclusion of the secret order. 

The klansmen were in line and wear- 


ing their white robes, although not

QUINCY PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO MEMORY OF ITS 
6,500 SOLDIER DEAD 


Quincy, Tl, May . 30.—[Special)— 
All of Quincy paid homage today to 
the 6,500 soldiers dead who sleep here, 
3,300 in the Soldiers Home cemetery 
and the remainder in other cemeteries 
of the city. Senator Earl B. Searcy, 
of Springfield, was the principal speak- 
er of the day, the address being. de- 
livered at the Soldiers’ home. 

“ Sixty-+t years have passed since 
‘the close of the civil war, nearly thirty 
since the Spanish-American war, and 
nine years have gone since that mem- 
orable armistice -of 1918—and the 
| American public still sleeps as regards 
its duty toward preparedness,’ Sen- 
ator Searcy said. ‘If political leaders, 
if citizens, could look into the hearts 
of mothers whose sons drew. battle 
graves because they didn’t have a 
chance, this lethargy would give way 
to a new national demand. - 

“In preaching forever this sermon 
of preparedness I am not talking alone 
of adequate armies, navies and air 
services. They are vital, it is true, but 
they are not ~ll. I am advocating, 
without hesitation. an adequate degree 
of skill among military. leaders—which 
we did not have in, 1917-18—an Amer- 
ican system that will not place un- 
trained enlisted men at the mercy of 
officer-rookies and amateur directors, 
whose blunders cost many an Amer- 
ican life in the world conflict of a 
few years back. 


not neglect to lay our course in ac- 
cordance with the ascertained facts 
of life. We know that we have come 
into possession of great wealth and 
high place in the world. There is 
scarcely a civilized nation which is not 
our debtor. We are sufficiently ac- 
‘quainted with human nature to realize 
that we are oftentimes the object of 
envy. 
Uniess we maintain sufficient forces 
to be placed at points of peril when 
they arise, thereby avoiding for the 
most part serious attack, there would 
be grave danger that we should suffer 
from violent outbreaks, so destroying 
our rights and, compromising our 
honor that war would become in- 
-evitable. It is to protect ourselves 
‘from such danger that we*maintain 
our national defense. Under this policy 
it is perfectly apparent that our forces 
are dedicated solely to the preserva- 
tion of peace. 
Pleads for Understanding. 

“ Although we are well aware that 
in the immediate past, and perhaps 
even now there are certain localities

bol of our devotion to those who are 
serving their country at{present. 

“ A)jthough fortunate circumstances 
have placed us in the posigion where 
we do not need to maintain large and 
burdensome military forces, although 
we are a people peculiarly devoted to 


the atts of peace, yet these are no 


reasons why we should withhold any- 
thing of the just appreciation that is 
due to those who are devoting their 
lives to the profession of arms. These 
men stand ready to respond at any 
moment to the order of our govern- 
ment to proceed to any point within 
our own country or to any portion 
of the globe where disorder and vio- 
lence threaten the peaceful rights of 
our people. 

“Their post is always the post of 
danger and their lives are spent in 
service and sacrifice to promote the 
welfare of their country. America has 
a just right to satisfaction and pride 
in the personnel and purpose of its 
army and navy. We cannot be loyal 
to the flag if we fail in our admira- 
tion for the uniform. 

Evil Forces Still Threaten. 

"However much we wish to pursue 
the paths of peace, howevef much we 
are determined to live on terms of 
good will both at home and abroad, we 
eannot escape the fact that there are 
still evil forces in the world which all 
past experience warns us will break 
out-from time to time and do serious 
damage to lawful rights and the prog- 
ress of civilization unless we are pre- 
pared to meet such situations with 
armed intervention. 

“We could no more dispense with 
our military forces than we could dis- 
pense with our police forces. While 


we are firmly convinced that it is al-| 


together practical] and possible by in- 
ternational covenants to limit them in 
size, to consent to their abolition 
would be to expose ourselves first to 
aggression and finally to destruction. 
America the Object of Envy. 
“Tf we are sincere in our expressed 
determination to maintain tranquillity 
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presence of our military forces, never- 
theless it is the settled policy of our 
government to deal with other nations 
not on the basis of force and compul- 
sion, but on the basis of understanding 
and good will. 

“While we wish for peace every- 
where, it is our desire than it should 


but a peace established by each nation 
for itself. We want our relationship 
with other nations based not on a 
meeting of bayonets, but on a meeting 
of minds. We want our intercdurse 
with them to rest on justice and fair 
dealing and the mutual observance of 
all rightful obligations in accordance 
| with international custom and law. We 
have suffieient reserve resources so 
that we need not be hasty in asserting 
our rights. We can afford to let our 
patience be commensurate with our 
power. 
Scores Apologetic Americans. 

“As Americans we are always jus- 
tified in glorying in our own country. 
While offensive boastfulness may be 
carried to the point of reproach, it 
is much less to be criticized than an 
attitude of apologetic inferiority. Not 
to know and appreciate the many ex- 
cellent qualities of our own country 
constitutes an intellectual poverty 
which instead of being displayed with 
pride ought to be acknowledged with 
shame. 

“While pride in our country ought 
to be the American attitude, it should 
not include any spirit of arrogance 


people have points of excellénce and 
are justly entitled to the honorable 
consideration of other nations: While 
this land was still a wilderness there 
were other lands supporting a high 
' state of civilization and enlightenment. 
On the foundation which they had 
already laid we have erected our own 
structure of society. 

“Their ways may not always be 
our ways, and their thoughts may not 
always be our thoughts, but in ac- 
cordance with their own methods they 
are attempting to maintain their posi- 
tion in the world and discharge their 
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obligations to humanity. We shall best 
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be not a peace imposed by Amefica, 


where our citizens would be given over | 


or contempt toward other nations. All B 


ij seen these admonitions heeded and 


fulfill our mission by extending to 
them all the hand of helpfulness, con- 
sideration and friendship. Our own 
greatnese will be measured by the 
justice and forbearance which we mani- 
fest toward others. — 

“ Judgments of Righteousness.” 

“It is because of our belief in these 
principles that we wish to see the 
world relieved from strife and con- 
flict, and brought under the humaniz- 
ing influence of a reign of law. Our 
cenduct will be dictated, not in ac- 
cordance with the will of the strong- 
est, but in accordance with the judg- 
ments of righteousness. It is in ac- 
cordance with this policy that we have 
sought to discontinue the old prac- 
tice of competition in armaments and 
cast our influence on the side of rea- 
sonable limitations. 

“We wish to discard the element of 
force and compulsion in international 
agreements and conduct and rely on 
reason and law. We recognize that in. 
the present state of the world this is 
not a vision which will be immediately 
realized, yet little by little, step by 
step, in every practical way, we should 
show our determination to press on 
toward this mark of our high calling. 

“‘Our government has recently been 
attempting .to proceed in accordance 
with these principles in its relations 
with China, Nicaragua, and Mexico, 
and in inviting Japan and Grest Brit- 
ain to participate in a three power 
naval limitation conference. | 

Domestic Affairs Come First. 


“While the foreign relations of this 
country are becoming more and more 
important, and constitute a field to 
which it will be necessary for our gov- 
ernment and our people to give much 
more attention than is now realized, 
yet it is our domestic affairs that must 
always assume the first rank. Nations 
which are torn by dissension and dis- 
cord, which are weak and inefficient 
at home, have little standing or influ- 
ence abroad. 

“Even the blind do not choose the 
blind to lead them. Foreign peoples 
are certainly going to seek assistance 
only from those who have demonstrat- 
ed their capacity to maintain their own 
affairs efficiently. If we desire to be 
an influence in order and law, tran- 
quillity and good will in the world, we 
must be determined to make sufficient 
sacrifices to.live by these precepts at 
home. We can be a moral force in 
the world only to the extent that we 
establish morality in our own country. 

“This day had its inception in the 
desire to do honor to those who had 
followed the flag in our great domestic 
struggle for the preservation of the 
Union and the supremacy of the con- 
stitution. Like all principles expres- 
sive of a great truth, it has gradually 
broadened in its aspects to include 
within its sacred domain all of those 
who have followed our flag. . 

Nation’s Debt to Lincoln. 
“ But we should never permit this 
20th day of May to go by without some 
expression of our peculiar debt of grat- 
itude to those who offered their lives 
to their country under the leadership 
of Abraham Lincoln. When that great 
conflict was ended, when it was ap- 
parent that our federal union was to 
be perpetual, that our constitution was 
to be supreme, that all our people were 
to be free, America spoke with a new 
authority in the affairs of the world. 

“The questions at issue in those 
days were decided with all the finality 
which can attach to human affairs. 
Those who had taken a leading part 
in their decision were the prominent 
exponents of a policy of reconciliation. 
Gen. Grant pleaded for ‘harmony and 
good feeling between the sections,’ 
while Gen. Lee declared ‘restoration 
of peace, should be the sole object of 
all.’ The people of our generation have 


these hopes realized. 


Sectionalism Still Vocal. 
“The advocates of secession were 


not confined in our history to any one.| | 


section. They had appeared in the 
hills of Pennsylvania, they had met in 
convention in New England, they had 
adopted resolutions’ in Kentucky, they 
had taken up arms in South Carolina.

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NORTHWESTERN BORN 
IN MINDS OF NINE MEN 
77 YEARS AGO TODAY 


Northwestern university was born 
just 77 years ago today. It came 
into existence as the result of a meet- 
ing May 31, 1850, in Grant Goodrich's 
law office, over Jabez Botsford’'s hard- 
ware store in Lake street, opposite 
the court house in the then city 
square.

The bill as introduced was a repealer. It is not 
now. It is the submission of the question of repeal. 
If the people of the state want the prohibition law 
they will keep it. If they do not want it they will 
repeal it. The league by its appeal to law abiding 
citizens implies that the people supporting the re- 
pea] referendum are lawless. That is fantastic but 
consistent with prohibition theory. To prohibition- 
ists any proper legislative or political treatment of 
this public question is lawless. A perfect Volstead 
act would. prohibit any discussion of the act and 
of the eighteenth amendment and any political 
action which might be suggested. The essence of 
prohibition is the doctrine that modification of the 
Volstead act would be traitorous and repeal of the 
amendment anarchistic. To be completely satis- 
factory the enforcement law must nullify the pro- 
cesses of American government. 

If the legislature were repealing the state law 
the prohibitionists might say that the legislators 
were betraying the people. It would not be true 
but it would be said. The Illinois legislature has 
been drier than the people of the state and we do 
not believe that it would have the courage under

The opposition to prohibition makes headway 
because it represents the most thoughtful citizen- 
ship of the United States which observes the modi- 
fication and nullification of American principles of 
government with dismay and fears for the conse- 
quences of continued and increasing government 
repression threatening opinion, speech, thought, 
and education as well as habits, recreations, and 
amusements. 

The Weber-O’Grady bill proposes to find out in 
a lawful manner whether the people of the state 
want to retain their prohibition law or whether 
they want to repeal it and thus make clear their 
position on this political issue. 


SNAP JUDGMENT:-ON TAXES. 
Nine civic organizations have asked additional 
time in which to study the revenue bills intro- 
duced at Springfield at the request of the mayor. 
These bills would double the city’s bonding power. 
They would also increase the city’s jncome by pro- 
viding that schools may be built with borrowed 
money while a portion of the tax money now 
used for the construction of schools would be 
added to the corporate fund. The city needs 
more money because it is confronted with an 
$8,000,000 deficit. 
The civic organizations believe that the prac- 
tical and theoretical problems raised by the bills 
are so many and so involved that snap judgment 
of their merits is likely to do great injury both 
to the city’s credit and the taxpayers. With this 
opinion we do not believe that any one familiar 
with the intricacies of municipal finance will be 
inclined to disagree. The administration's finan- 
cial program has been public in outline for only a 
few weeks and has been available for study in 
legislative form for even less time. 
Organizations of citizens are clearly well within 
their rights in asking to be heard on legislation 
of such direct interest to every citizen of Chicago. 
The welfare of the school children and the pocket- 
books of every taxpayer and rent payer in the 
city are concerned,

One wonders if installment buying and other plans 
for extending personal credit are not being carried to 
excess. They leave too much to the individual judg- 
ment of the purchaser, as it is not always possible 
for the seller to know how much the buyer is carrying 
on instaliments. 

The big argument for installment buying is that it 
enables one to get what he wants when he wants it, 
but many of us are inclined to overload ourse!ves with 
deferred payments. Within reasonable limits instal)- 
ment buying is practicai and sensible and has enabled 
many people to improve their circumstances. 

Many of us cannot make large purchases, such as 
houses, except on an installment plan. However, 
there is a great difference between a house and a 
honeymoon. If one cannot make his payments on 
a house the owner can take back his property, but a

FLOOD CAMPS. 
O epidemic. will come out of the 
refugee camps situated near the 
flooded areas. Furthermore, the 
plans call for proper health pro- 
tection in the flooded districts after the 
waters have receded and the people have 
returned to their homes. 
are carried out the prediction can be 
broadened and made to read: “No 
epidemic will result from the flood.” 
Ten years ago no prudent man could 
have made such predictions during the 
height of a disaster. This prediction is 
being written on the day when it is 
expected the fate of lower Loutsiana 
will be determined. The people in the 
refugee camps have been vaccinated 
against typhoid fever one hundred per 
cent, according to the best information 
available. 


of the camps are situated in or near 
towns, and the city water supply has 
been extended into the camps. All of 
the camps we ‘visited except one had 
flush toilets connected with sewers. 
Most of the camps have shower baths. 
The one camp without flush toilets has 
pit latrines built on the plans used by 
the army. All of the camps had some 
fly screening. One of them was almost 
perfectly screened. 
Into every camp came a few refugees 
suffering from typhoid. These have been 
Segregated in screened tents or in hos- 
pitals. So much for typhoid. 
I think a-majority of the refugees 


A few refugees came into camp with 
smallpox, buf they were few in number — 
and they were promptly quarantined. 
The weather is warm. No epidemic of 
smallpox will come out of the camps. 
A small part of the refugee popula- 
tion has been vaccinated against diph- 
theria. We found almost no evidence 
of: this disease anywhere. 

We saw only two cases of measles. 
These had been removed from the camp 
to the Vicksburg contagious disease hos- 
pital. Since it is rather late in the 
spring for measles, and since’ doctors 
and nurses are on tiptoe looking for 
measies, we think the hope that no 
measles will come out of the refugee 
camps is justified. 


Some df the refugees came in with 
chicken pox. The two diseases furnish- 
ing most pf the sickness were pneu- 
monia and malaria. The exposure in 
getting out of the flood caused some 
pneumonia. A fair number of refugees 
had malaria. Quinine is being used 
freely as a cure and as a prophylactic. 
Screening is proceeding satisfactorily. 
The probability is that the refugees as 
they return from the camps will have 
less malaria than they did when they 
came in. 
The sickness rates in the camps were 
about those which 
dustrial populations of the same ages, 
working under normal conditions and 
living at home. 
All of this has come about™ because 
men and women who know how are on 
the job.

First Constructive Move. 


He pointed out that while more 
than $250,000,000 has been spent in 
haphazard fashion for flood control 
in the last fifty years, “the Chicago 
conference will be the first nation-wide 
movement to concentrate on twenty- 
five years of deliberation and discus- 
sion and to recommend a plan of con- 
structive action.” 

Mr. Britten predicted that the con- 
ference will record itself in favor of 
a@ program to raise existing levees at 
least five feet above the high water 
mark of the present flood and to con- 
struct spillway controls and reservoir 
dams, which will ultimately pay for 
themselves in the production of power. 

“With a great part of the nation’s

he said, “Il am sure that congress 
will not act in a parsimonious manner

“The United States are $1,000,000,- 
000 poorer as a direct result of the 
present floods. The wise expenditure 
of half of this amount weuld have 
saved our Mississippi valley people 
these losses and horrors. 

| “The government owes the nation 
this security, which cannot. be meas- 
_ ured in dollars and cents. Appropri- 
/ating a tardy hundred million a year 
'May prevent another such shame. 
Once the Chitago conference has 
voiced definite recommendations to 
congress I am sure the entire nation 
will back a movement for flood con- 
trol, irrespective of its cost to the 
treasury.”’ 

Mr. Britten declared that the prob- 
lem is one that will require many 
years for complete solution and he will 
propose at the conference that, per- 
manént flood control headquarters be 
located in Chicago.

Quezon Takes Agita- 


tors Over Islands.

MANILA, P. May 830.—The Philip- 
pine authorities have been warned by 
the Dutch government of the possibil- 
ity of grave trouble. The Dutch ad- 
vised Manila that two Javanose agita- 
tors had entered the Philippines and 
requested that they be watched and 
deported. The Philippine authorities, 
however, have found it tmpossible to 
deport them legally, as they are con- 


sidered political refugees and are not 


charged with any crime. 


The two Reds slipped into the islands 
via Singapore following the suppres- 


sion of the recent rebellion in Java and 


Sumatra. 
Quezon Accepts Them. 


Shortly after their arrival here they 


conferred with Manuel Quezon, presi 


dent of the Philippine senate and until 
recently honorary president of the 
Philippine Legion of Labor, after 
which Mr. Quezon conducted one of 
the Javanese on a tour of the prov. 


inces. The Philippine authorities since 
have had Mr. Quezon’'s activities under 
close surveillance. 

Both men since have eluded the 
secret service men. It is not known 
now whether they are in the islands or 
not. While they were here they were 
closely associated with the labor legion 
and were taken in charge by Francisco 
Varona, one of the officials of the le- 
gion and an intimate friend of Senator 
Quezon. Senor Varona also is editor 
of El Debate, a strongly anti-American 
Manila newspaper.

Trade Pursues Even Course.

Thousands of Baptists from all parts 
of the country were pouring into the 
city yesterday for the opening this 
morning of the Northern Baptist con- 
vention at the Coliseum, which will 
last through June 5. The meeting will, 
it is predicted, develop into the great- 
est Protestant religious gathering ever 


held, as the attendance is expected to _ 


reach the 25,000 mark. 

A united church as a result of the 
meeting appears to be the wish, but 
not the prophecy of delegates, whose 
attitude on thé matter is one of “de- 
siring without hope.” Chances of 
reconciling the radically opposed mod- 
ernist and fundamentalist groups are 
deemed hopeless, especially in view of 
the pronouncement yesterday by the 
Baptist Bible union, through the Rev. 
Minor Stevens of North Platte, Neb.
